When therefore the Yenereal Diſeaſe & the Scurvy,or GOUT (for 
Example) are thus complicated together, they muſt neceſſarily con- 
ſtitute a different Diſeaſe fromeither, and which will partake of 
Both thoſe Diſeaſes, but will have Symptoms (in ſome reſpe&s) 
different from Either of them: The like may be ſaid of the 
Veuereal Diſeaſe complicated with any other Diſtemper. And 
this complication of one Diſcaſe with another is the principal 
Cauſe of ſo many (ſeemingly) New Diſeaſes every Day appearing 
inthe World ; and every ſuch New Diſeaſe uſually retains the 


Name of That Diſeaſe of which it does principally partake, 


when That is known, and the Name of the Other Diſeaſe is ad- 
ded to it: Thus when the Scurvy principally afflicts any Perſon 
in conjunction with a Penereal Taint, that New .

38. v. 10. of Onau, Whole 
Name only will put the Reader at once in mind, not only of the 
Crime, but allo. of the terrible Puniſhment, which Almighty 
God inftancly infli ted upon him, expreſſed in theſe Words, 
Aud therefore the Lord flew him, becenſe he had doue a Deteſtable 
Ving. And yet notwithſtanding fo very ſevere an. Exprefli- 
en of the Scripture, - this Unhappy Misfortune (the gene- 
ral BANE and Ruin of the Major and moſt Flour- 
NMhing Part of Mankind) is fo Frequent in the World, that 
There is a great deal of Reaſon to preſume that manyDelinquents 
would not have been ſuch, if they had bur beenthroly appriſed of 
the Hainouſne is of the Crime, and the very ſad Conſequences. to 
the Body, as well as the Soul, which follow from it; And which 
indeed is the Motive that has induced the writing of this Chapter. 
But as it is very difficult to write: on a $ubje& of ſo extraor- 
dinary nice a Nature as This is, within the reach of the meaneſt 
Capacities, without making ſome Encroachment upon the Rules 
and Bounds of Decency, and the Riſque of giving ſome Offence, - 
notwithſtanding it may proceed from a Delign to promote Vir- 
tue, and-diſcourage Vice: this $abje& ſhall be here fo treated, 
as to be rather Jeſs intelligible to Some, by leaving ſeveral 

Fhings to the Reader's private Conſideration, than by any over- 

freedom of Expreſſion, to run the hazard of putting That into any 

Chaſt Mind, which every Perſon ought with the utmoſt Chri- 

tian Courage and Care to ſtifle and deftroy. Subjects of this 

Nature being, as Dr Baynard calls it, Res feds diffu, and the Scrip= 

Ture # Deteſtable Thing, and what (if mere Neceſſity did not urge) 

St. Paul forbids even to be ſo much as NAM'D amongſt Chri- 

ſtians, Nec Nominetur in vobis. So that if ever Caution, Care, 

Waryneſs, and Circumſpection is neceſſary in the Trenting of 

any Moral Subject in the World, tis moſt certainly in this. 
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There is no doubt but Thoſe Perſons who are Conſcious to theme. 
ſelves of having prodigally Bartered their Innocence for a Mo- 
mentary Satisfaction, as Eſau did his Birtheright for the tran» 
ſient Senſuality of a Meſs of Pottage, and by conſequence have 
the Misfortune to be Unhappily concerned in this 3 Chap- 
ter, will ſufficiently underſtand the Meaning of it, without 
much Explication: And 'tis to Them it is recommended, with a 
Deſire of their, molt ſerious Conſideration of what is contained.

Hence Dr. Wolf 
Profeſſer of Phyſick at Jena in Germany. Scrut. Med. p. 23. 
Defines an Amulet in General to be, Res, varits partibus corporis ſen- 
fFtivi contra ipftus Morbos vel Mala, Curationis atque Preſerwatienis 
gratis SUSPENS #. So that a, Remedy Hung or Worn about any 
part of a Human Body, for any ailment or Diſtemper, is what 
Phyſicians call an Amalet: and which Remedy obtains a differ- 
ent Name, according to the different parts of the Body it 
is applied to: If Worn, or in any manner whatſdever Hung 
about the Neck (as moſt Amulet, are, Collum enim, ſays Dr.
